JULY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4  o06 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A‘*  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  milk 
order  in  July  1965,  will  '^  ect.  ive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.06  per  hundredweight  for 
milk  testing  3,5%,  A butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one 
percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the.  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This 
minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and 
aut.horized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4o06  price  for  July  1965,  is  35  cents  more  than,  the  June.  1965  price,  and 
13  cents  above  the  July  1964  price. 

ESTIMATED  PERCENTAGES  IN  EACH  CLASS 

In  accordance  with  1047 .22  (1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the  following 
estimated  utilization  percentages  for  July  1965  on  August  11,  1965. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS-  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  21,913,090  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  July  1965  of  which  15,586,473  pounds  or  71%  v/as  utilized  in  Class  I by  13  pool 
handlers.  Production  was  up  fractionally  from  June  1965,  Class  I utilization  of  producer 
milk  was  up  1,7%  from  June.  1965, 

AUGUST  CLASS  I PRICE  $4,47 

The  July  basic  formula  price  of  $3.21  (Wisccnsin-Minnesota  Series)  was  increased  by 
the  standard  differential  of  $1,20  and  further  increased  by  a supply-demand  adjustment 
of  $0,06  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne.  Class  I price,  for  August.  This  price  of  $4.47  is 
5 cents  more  than  the  July  Class  I price. 

USDA  ANNOUNCED  JOINT  HEARING 

The  USDA  has  announced  that  a joint  hearing  will  be  held  in  Chicago  on  September  15, 

1965  to  consider  proposals  to  increase  the  Class  I prices  under  the  Chicago  order  and  11 
other  Midwest  Federal  milk  orders,  in  which  the  Class  I price  is  tied  to  the  Chicago 
price.  The  Fort  Wayne  order  price  would  not  be  affected  by  any  change  that  might  result  from 
this  hearing.
